From a late 
ſurvey, it is found to be twenty- even 
inches out of its perpendicular. 
The choir is exceedingly neat and

painted window, given by the preſent. 
Earl of Radnor; deſigned by the late 
ingenious Mr. Mortimer, and executed 
by Mr. Pearſon, of London; and ſo con- 
trived, that though 21 feet high, it ap- 
years as one entire piece of uu.
